It will be noted that every person 
who sells to the Board in excess of 
5,000 bushels and in br.ach of th- 
regulations set gut in the advertis:- 
ment is guilty of an offence and 
punishable on summary connviction 
by fine or imprisonment, It is the 
earnest hope of the Wheat Board 
that wide publication and under- 
estanding of these regulations will 
prevent any infringment of the law 
and thiat all producers will co-oper- 
ate to this-end.

Conservation “And Unemployment 


Since the advent of the great depression and drought era, now nearing 
its tenth birthday, citizens of the west have become more conscious of the | 
value of trees and of their importance, value and place in the economic life 
of the country. 

During this decade of trial and tribulation, residents of the prairies 
have observed that while treed areas have not escaped the ravages of 
drought, the effects of drought lave been somewhat ameliorated in areas! 
plentifully supplied with tree growth, This is mainly due to the moisture 
conservation power of trees in their relation to contiguous land, partly due 
to their ability to prevent or halt erosion and to some extent attributable 
to the fact that such districts by their very nature lend themselves more | 
readily to agricultural diversification. 

As a result of these observations prairie residents have become more} 
tree conscious than they were in the days prior to 1929 and this aroused 
interest is reflected in the increased attendance at lectures delivered during 
the annual migrations of the Dominion government’s forestry and tree 
planting railway cars and in the keen inferest which has developed in the 
work being done under the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation Act and by other 
organizations devoted to conservation work in various forms. 

The public conscience having thus been aroused to the importance, nay 
the necessity of conservation of moisture, it would appear that the time 
has arrived when very general support would be given to any worthwhile 
projects which the governments of the country, both federal and provin- 
cial, might be prepared to undertake, with the dual objective of conserva- 
tion of moisture through afforestation and reforestation and at least a par- 
tial solution of the unemployment problem. To the extent to which these 
two problems could be dealt with under a common project would hearty 
support be forthcoming for such a scheme or series of undertakings.

In The Right Direction 

Just recently it was announced by the P.F.R.A. administration that 
all tis newly created community pastures in Saskatchewan, totalling approxi- 
mately 600,000 acres are to be created game preserves and that custodians 
of these areas are to be given special training in game conservation as part 
of a program in which the provincial government, the P.F.R.A. administra- | 
tion and Ducks Unlimited will co-operate. 

The idea seems to be an excellent one, but it might well be further 
extended to include a substantial program of tree planting in those com- 
munity pastures where conditions lend themselves to such a project, thus 
widening the moisture conservation sphere of influence to adjoining farm 
lands and providing work as a substitute for direct relief for many now on 
the relief rolls. 

Such work, however, need not and should not be confined to areas set 
aside primarily as community pastures and game preserves. It could and | 
should be extended to Dominion and provincial parks and wasteland areas, | 
some of which might appropriately be developed as playgrounds and tour- | 
ist resorts affording a great deal of useful and valuable work for many} 


now idle and creating assets which would ultimately ensure some return | 
to the country for the money thus expended. Coupled with the planting | 
of treeless areas could well be the improvement of districts of existing | 


natural growth.

Of Wide Value 

Apart altogether from its value to agriculture in the field of moisture 
conservation an active and well thought out forestry program as exempli-| 
fied by new plantings and improvement, preservation and care of existing | 
plantations and of natural growth, would have an intrinsic value of great! 
_ importance in the industrial and economic life of the country. | 

This was pertinently pointed out in the brief submitted last year to the 
Rowell Commission 81 Dominion-provincial relations by the Foundation of 
Ontario Naturalists in support of their contention that the Federal gov- 
ernment should take over provincial natural resources or alternatively 
should aid the provinces in developing and conserving them, in the follow- 
ing words: 

“The general prosperity of the Canadian people and Canadian business, | 
no matter in what province, both as sources of taxation and conversely as| 
possible recipients of relief, is of vital concern to the Federal government, 
is axiomatic. 

“How important, therefore, that the Federal government should be 
concerned that raw materials be available for the construction and build- 
ing industries, for packages, boxes, barrels, etc., of all kinds for shipping | 
Canadian produce to home and foreign markets, to railways, telephone and} 
telegraph companies for ties, poles and posts and rolling stock, to mines 
for props and other construction work, to factories for the manufacture of 
furniture, radios, tools, implements and the hundreds of other things too 
numerous to mention, for fuel and the many uses on the farm.” 

And again the same organization pointed out that: “There is the possi- | 
bility of employing relief recipients on forest improvement work, such as| 
the building of roads, trails, fire lines, brush disposal, improving and creat- 
ting tourist camp sites and conveniences, etc., etc. There still remains a 
tremendous amount of such work to be done.” 

Then, why not use some of the millions being spent on relief to do 
some of the work and give work to those who have none?

| THE CANADIAN WHEAT BOARD 


5,000 Bushel Limit on Deliveries of 1939 Wheat 
REGULATIONS 


1. No person shall sell to the Board wheat which was not grown on 
the farm or farms which such person owns or operates, or to the product 
of which such person is otherwise entitled. 


2. very person who sells wheat to the Board in breach of the fore- 
going rezulation shall ke guiity of an offence and punishable on summary 
conviction by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding one month. 

PROVISIONS FOR ESTABLISHING THE SYSTEM OF 
DEALING IN WHEAT UNDER THE CANADIAN WHEAT 
BOARD ACT FOR THE CROP YEAR 1939-40, MORE 
PARTICULARLY WiTH REFERENCE TO THE 6,000 


BUSHEL LIMIT. 


RULES AND INSTRUCTIONS 


The Oanadian Wheat Board will buy 
1989 wheat during the crop year 1939-40 
on the following basis: 


1, The sale of 5,000 bushels at the 
fixed price is the limit of benefit which 
any grower may derive from the Can- 
adian Wheat Board. In addition to buying 
from the grower, the Board may of course 
buy wheat from landlords, vendors, mort- 
gagees, or others entitled by contract or 
operat’ on cf law to wheat grown by some- 
one ela, If any person from whom the 
Board is ontitled to buy wheat sells less 
than 5,000 bushels of wheat to the Board, 
wheat grown on the same ‘arm or group 
of farmr operated as a uni; may be pur- 
chased by the Board from any other 
Person fram whom the Board is entitled 
to purch ise wheat, but the Noard will not 
buy mo.e than 5,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on any one farm or group of farms 
operated as a unit, Subject to such limi- 
tation tne Board may buy more than 
6,000 bushels from a landlord, vendor, 
mortgagve or other person so entitled 


ILLUSTRATION A—The Board may 
purchase from each grower-nroducer not 
more than 5,000 bushels of wheat grown 
by hin in the crop year, 


ILLUSTRATION B—Where a grower- 
vrodnesr gallg 6,000 bust is of wheat 
grown on one farm or greunp of farms 
Operatid 98 a unit, the Board will not 
buy from any landlord, vendor, mortgagee 
or other person entitled as *foresaid any 
furthe) wheat produced o1 such farm 
or group of farms. 


ILLUSTRATION C—Whero there is a 
mortgage on the farm an the owner- 
grower sells to the Board 3,000 bushels 
of wheat grown on that form, then the 
mortgagee can sell to the Board only 
Blood bushels of wheat grown on that 
‘arm, 


ILLUSTRATION D—Where in such cir- 
cumstrnces there is a landlord or a ven- 
dor, as well as a mortgagee, the total 
Sales of the landlord or vendor and mort- 
@agee can only be 2,000 bushels, 


ILLUSTRATION E—Where a mortgagee 
receives 2,000 bushels of wheat grown on 
each of 20 farms, and in each case the 
oOwner-grower sells 3,000 bushels or less 
to the Board, the Board may buy the 
whole 20,000 bushels from such mort- 
gagee, 


ILLUSTRATION FP—Where land ins 
leased. the tenant-grower and the land- 
lord will be treated in the same manner, 
respectively, as the owner-grower and 
Mortgrgeo in the above illustrations, 


ILLYSTRATION G—Employees and de- 
Pendents are not grower producers; and 
they cannot sell wheat to the Board 
themsolves or through anybody else, 
unloss a grower hires employeos by a 
contract based on crop shares instead of 
money wages, in. which case grower and 
employee respectively will be treated in 
the same manner as owner-grower and 
mortgageo in illustrations above. 


ILLUSTRATION H—If two farmers 
actually farm in partnership and each is 
entitled to a sharo of the crop and neither 
is a dependent or employee of the other, 
each is a producer of his share of the 
crop and will be treated in the same 
manner as a grower-producer in illustra- 
tions above, 


2, Difficult cases may arise in applying 
the 5,000 bushel limit on purchases of 
wheat in certain cases, such as where 
one man owns a number of farms which 
are operated by relatives or dependents, 
or, where a number of persons operate 
farms under an arrangement such that 
the whert they grow is sold by a com- 
munity organization. In such cases the 
Board will have to exercise discretion in 
the light of the general principles illus- 


trated above. The following further illus- 

trations indicate the general policy in 

such cases: 
(a) Where one man has title to 
several farms and leases one or more 
of them to sons or other dependents, 
the Board will bu: wheat frum such 
lessors or lessees ‘0 the same extent 
that they will bny wheat from any 
other lessors or lezsees, 
(b) Where one man has title to 
several farms which are operated by 
sons, for instance, whether heads of 
family or not, each such son must 
have a lease or agreement of the land 
he operates from his father entitling 
him to wheat grown by him thereon, 
if the Board is to buy such wheat 
from such son, or if the Board is to 
buy more than 5,000 bushels from all 
such farms combined. 
(c) Each person actually engaged in 
the production of wheat on estab- 
lishe: community farms will be 

treated in the same manner as a 

grower-producer in illustrations 
above, whether the community is in- 
corporated or wnincorporated, The 
community may sell in place of any 
or all of such actual producers, but 
the name of the actual producer and 
of the CAE must appear on al] 
documents relating to snes to the 
OAard, Pilor lo moving deliverios, the 
community must provide the Toard 
with a statutory declaration listing 
such actual producers, this Hst to be 
subject to investigation by officers, 
agents or employees of the Board. 

8, The expression ‘‘group of farms 
operated as 2 unit’’ as herein used means 
a group of farms which are prepared, 
tilled, seeded, harvested and whose pro- 
duct is marketed, by the same equip- 
ment and the same help, used indiscrim- 
inately on the group of farms, 

4, If its effect would be to increase 
the quantity of wheat which the Board 
might buy, no mortgage, lease, agreement, 
transfer or other document or trans- 
action whatever, made or entered into 
after the first day of May, 1939, will be 
recognized, except where the circum- 
stances in the opinion of the Board show 
that it was not designed for the purnose 
of so increasing the amount of wheat 
which the Board might buy, or where 
such mortgage, lease, agreement, trans- 
fer or other document or transaction is 
approved by the Board, 


5. Each time anyone sells wheat 
to the Board he represents that 
such sale /s within the limit above 
set out. (N.B.—Selling wheat to 
the Board In excess of such I'mit 
constitutes the offence of obtaining 
money by false pretences under the 
criminal law, and Is an offence 
under the Canadian Wheat Board 
Act. Such offence Is punishable by 
a heavy penalty and Imprisonment.) 

6. Every person who sells wheat 
to the Board which was not grown 
on the farm or farms which such 
Person owns or operates, or to the 
product. of which such person Is 
otherwise entitled, shall be gulity 
of an offence and subject to a heavy 
penalty and Imprisonment. (Such 
a sale would also constitute the 
crime of obtaining money by false 
pretences under the Criminal 
Code.) 

7. All persons taking any part In 
sales of wheat to the Board in 
breach of the law are Ilable to 
prosecution. 


Questions have been raised regarding the right of an owner-grower 
and mortgagee under item (c) in clause 1 of the Rules and Instructions 
above. This, of course, is merely an illustration like all the others and 
the amounts mentioned are by no means binding in individual cases. 


Regarding priority between themselves, of 


‘ower, landlord, vendor, 


mortgagee and other persons entitled to wheat, the Board cannot concern 
itself with the rights of these various parties between themselves, They 
must make their own arrangements. No doubt in some instances at any 
rate the relationship will be governed by the terms of the lease, mortgage 


or other agreement hetween them.
